BLAINE’S GREAT SPEECH. 

We invite the attention of the readers of 
Tue Tamuxx, of all parties and all occupa. 
tions, to the speech of Mr. BLanm on finan- 
cial subjects delivered in Congress yesterday. 
It is admirable reading. It is expressed in 
good, clear, and strong English ; it is his- 
torical, and pointed in its applications of 
history; it is firm in its adherence to the, 
doctrine of good faith under all circum 
stances. It describes the present condition 
of the country, and explains the causes; 
points out the inevitable results of inevitable 
laws; exposes the consequences of the pro- 
posed annihilation of the National Banks 
and the proposed expansion of the currency; 
and, vindicating) the national honor and 
pledges, insists upon such legislation as will 
by gradual means bring the legal-tender note 
to par. ; 

While we advise every one to read the whole 
speech in order to take in the whole argu- 
ment conneetedly, there are several parts of 
the speech worthy of special notice. It will 
be seen that he takes the ground that, while 
the Democrats as a party are divided on this 
subject, there is no division among Repub- 
licans, who now, as they have always been, 
are united in maintaining the national credit, 
and who are now opposed to inflation and in 
favor of a resumption,of specie payments. 
The history of the fral-tender notes is 
graphically tolg. The overwhelming necessi- 
ty of a Treasury without a dollar at its com- 
mand to carry on the War; the issue of the 
first legal-tender notes, their subsequent in- 
crease, and their ‘decline in value, resulting 
in the solemn promise that the aggregate of 
those notes shotffi never exceed four hun- 
dred millions ‘of dollars.

This understanding was tortured by 
the scamp into the false statement that the 
Treasury Department was going to convict 
the President’s best friends by perjury and 
let the perjurers off. and it was poured into 
his ears, and the Whisky-Ring organ boasted 
that he believed it, coming from ‘a man 
whom he supposed he could trust, and 
whom he supposed to be working in 
the real interests of the prosecution. 
The momentary success of this back-fire 
of the Whisky Ring is apparent in the letter 
from the Attorney-General, which has thrown 
the first obstacle in the way of the prosecu- 
tion by warning the District Attorneys that 
the Government officials shall in no case 
offer to favor or protect any of the accused, 
and that no guilty person, who has either 
been convicted or who has confessed his 
guilt and furnished evidence to convict oth- 
ers, shall be treated with any lenity. 

The game of the Whisky Ring, however, 
will now be blocked by the fact that the 
conspiracy has been uncovered. The Presi- 
dent by this time knows the character of the 
corrupt rascal whom he trusted, and who had 
the confidence of the Treasury Department 
in helping on the prosecution, He knows by 
this time that the stories which were told him 
by this Isao were lies concocted by the 
Whisky Ring to produce a rupture between 
him and the Secretary of the Treasury, and 
eventually destroy the prosecution by the re- 
moval of the latter from the Cabinet. 

There is no reason why the policy which

MR. KELLEY’S OLD SONG. 

Mr. KxLLxx has been singing his old song 
again in Congress. Unfortunately, he has 
but few variations, and the song becomes 
monotonous. The report of his speech von- 
tains three affirmations : 

1. That no industry in this country has 
grown so well within the last few years as 
shipbuilding, and “he gave statistics to 
prove it.” 

2. If the Tariff bill before Congress became 
a law, the farmers of Illinois will have to 
burn their grain for fuel,” workshops will be 
leveled, and immigration prohibited. 

3. The very introduction of the bill a week 
ago has already paralyzed the few industries 
‘which contraction” had left in a prosper- 
ous condition. 

The growth made in shipbuilding may per- 
haps be said to have been unprecedented, — 
and the statistics would prove it. Thus: 
Ships built in 1873. 1; in 1874, 2; increase, 
100 per cent; ships built in 1875, 3; in- 
crease over 1874, 50 per cent; over 1873, 
800 per cent. Though these are not the 
exact figures, the percentages of increase in 
shipbuilding have about the same foundation. 

The theory of Mr. KxLILxr is, that if the 
taxes on cotton goods, clothing, leather, and 
iron and steel, and copper and brass, and 
glass, and paints be reduced, the people of 
the United States will cease to consume 
bread ; and that the people of all the rest of 
the world will abandon the use of grain, and 
the farmers, unable to sell, will have to burn 
their crops. Just at this time and for more 
than two years there have been, as repre- 
sented by Mr. KxLLxzr, two millions of work- 
ing people out of employment, and a large 
proportion of his own constituents depend- 
ent on charity, and many of them forced to 
become tramps. If this is their condition 
under the present high rate of tariff taxation, 
it is not probable that they will consume less 
bread if that taxation be reduced one-third. 
The theory that mankind will sit down and 
voluntarily starve to death because the tax 
on pig-iron is reduced from $6 to $4 per ton, 
or the tax on cotton shirts is reduced from 40 
per cent to 25 per cent, is simply idiotic 
jibbering. The present condition of the 
workingmen in the mining and manufactur- 
ing districts of the country attests the pau- 
perism to which they have been reduced by 
excessive tariff taxation. The workshops 
and factories have been closed and the im- 
migration of skilled labor has been sus- 
pended; and that condition can only be im- 
proved by lightening the burdens under 
which the whole system of American manu- 
factures has fallen. With the relief proposed 
by the new tariff, production can be renewed, 
fires rekindled, workshops reopened, mills 
put running, labor be re.employed, and Mr. 
KLLxr's constituents recalled from their 
tramps. 

THE RECENT NEW YORE FIRE. . 

The New York World has at last had the 
chalice commended to its own lips. After in- 
dustriously and incessantly howling that Chi- 
cago is not protected against fire and belit- 
tling all her efforts in that direction, it is 
compelled to record in its columns the narra- 
tive of a fire in that city which in four hours 
destroyed over ten times as much property as 
was destroyed in Chicago all last year, and 
wiped out an entire square of buildings in 
the heart of the city, where it is to be pre- 
sumed buildings are as proof against fire as 
they are in any other section of New York. 
The World accompanies its narrative with 
some editorial comments. It says: The 
absolute waste of human labor and its gar- 
nered results involved in such a fire as this is 
distressing in any place and at any time.” 
We can appreciate this remark in Chicago. 
It applies the remark thus: It is particu- 
larly distressing in New York at this time, 
when all industries are just beginning to pick 
up from the prostration in which they have 
lain since the beginning of the reaction from 
the unhealthy stimulation of War times al- 
lowed the real and unredeemed waste of the 
War to make itself felt.” The application 
was a thousand-fold more pointed®in the case 
of Chicago, but the World has not had the 
grace to make it; on the other hand, has 
sought to throw every obstacle in the way of 
our replacing what was lost. The Warid 
also makes some suggestive admissions. It 
says: It is very sad that in this genera- 
tion of the world we should be forced to find 
out how to build fire-proof buildings by 
burning down a city, as Chicago, or even the 
best part of a square, as in New York last 
night. It is very certain, however, that this 
lesson, more or less expensive, will be ad- 
ministered until we have learned it.” So, 
then, the buildings of New York City are not 
fire-proof, and they must have further fires 
before they learn the lesson, according to the 
World,—an admission which leads us to in- 
quire, if this be the case, why the World has 
made such u Enes about the character of the 
buildings in Chicago. In reading the ac- 
count of the fire in that paper we find that 
the buildings burned quite as fiercely and 
melted away quite as rapidly as did ours in 
the great conflagration, although ours were 
exposed to a heat infinitely more intense. 
Again, says the World: ‘‘ There are too many 
dangerous quarters left in New York.” Can 
this bo so? Why did not the World think of 
this when belaboring our dangerous quarters? 
Once more, we quote ffom the World: 

The occurrence of such a fire as that of last night, 
under no more disadvantageous circumstances than 
those attending this one, is of itself an indictment 
against the Fire Department. The indictment is rein- 
forced by the iustances which the Worid’e report of the 
fire gives of positive shortcomings which seem at least 
to point to a general laxity of discipline tu the Depart- 
ment. We say an indictment; we are far from mean- 
ing a conviction. But the case offered by the fire last 


night is at least a case for prompt end thorough in- 
vestigation at the hands of the proper officers, 


We now turn from the World to the Herald 
for a still more startling statement, in view 
of previous criticisms upon Chicago. The 
Herald says : 

One of the principal aue for the rapid destructive 
course of the flames was the positive lack of suficient 
water to feed the steamers brought upon the ground, 
These powerful machines actually drained the hy- 
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not found out how to build fire-proof build- 
ings in New York ; (2) that there are many 
dangerous quarters left in New York ; and \3) 
there is a general laxity of discipline in the 
Fire Department, and that the superiors of the 
Department have so many shortcomings that 
a prompt and thorough investigation is need- 
ed. These identical three points have been 
the bases of the World’s charges against Chi- 
cago, and upon the strength of these charges 
it has been vituperatively demanding that the 
insurance companies should withdraw their 
risks from this city. We have shown over 
and over again that the charges are untrue, 
and have proved by facts and figures 
and official statistics that Chicago is 
as well, if not better (certainly bet- 
ter than New Tork), protected against 
fire than any other city in the country. But 
for the sake of the argument, if these 
charges are sufficient for withdrawal of in- 
surance capital from Chicago, are they not 
sufficient for the withdrawal of insurance 
capital from New York, especially when they 
are voluntarily admitted to be true ? 

The extract which we have made from the 
Herald adds to the strength of our point. 
After such an exhibit of the weakness of 
New York in the matter of water supply, 
why should Chicago, which is so much better 
provided, have to pay higher insurance rates 
than New York? Will some of these under- 
writers who have found so much fault with 
Chicago study the lessons of this New York 
fire, as furnished by the New York papers, 
and give us their deductions, and also in- 
form us why any discrimination should be 


made against Chicago? 


THE RAILROAD DISCRIMINATIONS AGAIN. 

It is not well that the abuses in the railroad 
discrimination against Chicago which have 
been discovered and exposed by the Board of 
Trade Committee should be permitted to pass 
out of mind. They should be agitated from 
day to day on the Board of Trade and among 
the shippers and merchants generally, until 
some definite plan of action shall be deter- 
mined upon to protect this city from similar 
discriminations in the future. We are re- 
minded by a letter from Ricuarp P. Mondax, 
Jr., of Bloomington, that this discriminating 
policy was inaugurated as much as three 
years ago, and that he then drew the atten- 
tion of the people of Chicago to ita dangers, 
having used the columns of Taz CHO 
Tarsung for that purpose. The policy has 
been steadily adhered to ever since, the dis- 
criminations being revived every winter as 
soon as water competition was shut off by the 
closing of navigation. The railroads have been 
growing bolder all the while, counting upon 
the lethargy of the Chicago people to suffer 
their abuses without protest; but they have 
now become so onerous and glaring that 
Chicago will no longer submit, and must, to 
insure complete self-protection, provide a 
through and permanent railroad connection 
with the Grand Trunk Railroad, whose in- 
terests will always be opposed to any such 
combiaation as the other Eastern routes 
reaching this city have formed. It is certain 
that it is not safe to rely upon the Chicago 
railroads, such as the Illinois Central, Alton 
& St. Louis, Burlington & Quincy, Chicago 
& Rock Island, and the Northwestern, to in- 
fluence their Eastern connections to treat 
Chicago fairly, for during all the time that 
these discriminations have been practiced 
not a single protest has come from the offi- 
cers of any of those railroads, and no effort 
has been made on their part to direct the at- 
tention of the public to the abuses. 

We will recount in brief some of the 
specific instances which have been traced by 
the Board of Trade Committee, merely to 
keep in view the shameless character of the 
discriminations. Grain is shipped from Mil- 
waukee at 37} cents per 100 and flour at 75 
cents per barrel, while the rates from Chicago 
are 45 cents per 100 and 90 cents per barrel. 
Even the pool lines take freight from Mil- 
waukee at the same rate as from Chicago, 
which, after paying the local haul of 85 miles, 
gives them several cents less than that for 
which they will take the freight at Chicago. 
Other points in Wisconsin, and also in Min- 
nesota, are sending flour to the seaboard at 
10 cents leas a barrel. Davenport, Ia, 183 
miles west of Chicago, sends pork to 
New York at 25 cents per 100 less than 
Chicago can,—and that by a route which is 
240 miles er than the distance between 
Chicago and New York. Peoria, 100 miles 
further from New England than Chicago, 
sent grain to Portland, Me., at 25 cents per 
100, while Chicago was paying 35 cents per 
100, and Peoria sent its freight by a route 
840 miles longer. The mileage between 
Cincinnati and Portland is only about 17 
miles less than from Chicago to Portland, 
but Chicago is compelled to pay 25 per cent 
higher tariff, and Illinois freight travels sev- 
eral hundred miles to avoid Chicago and 
reach the seaboard via Cincinnati, because it 
is thus enabled to make a saving of several 
cents on every 100 pounds. Springfield, III., 
sends its freight to the Eastern points at the 
same rate as Chicago, though the haul by the 
Grand Trunk is 335 miles more than from 
Chicago to the same points. A little place 
ealled Beardstown, in this State, has becpme 
an important outlet fora large volume of 
business, which avails itself of the low rates 
offered at that point, though the disparity in 
mileage is greater than that from Springfield. 
Such points as Burlington, Quincy, Docatur, 
Keokuk, Lincoln, Mason City, etc., have ail 
lower rates relatively than Chicago. It is 
even suspected that meats are hauled from 
Kansas City, Mo., directly through Chicago 
to New York at the same rate as from Chi- 
cago, though the distance is 489 miles greater 
from Kansas City! 

This array of facts, which reveal a con- 
sistent and persistent effort to swindle Chi- 
cago, ean leave no reasonable room to suppose 
that the discriminations have been fortuitous 
or undesigned. Nor is it the grain and pro- 
vision trade alone which are affected by this 
swindling operation. Every branch of Chi- 
cago's trade must suffer in proportion. The 
little City of Bloomington, as we know, is 
building up a large wholesale trade in direct 
connection with Eastern cities, instead of 
Chicago, its natural ally, and now employs 
over one hundred drummers to sell goods 
from that point. Itis not unlikely that the 
merchants of the other interior points are 
equally enterprising in availing themselves of 
the advantages which the Eastern merchants 
are able to offer them on account of the dif. 
ference in freights. Thus Chicago merchants 
are losing their trade by the.game process 
and to the same relative extent as the grain, 
provision, and lumber men, and they must 
join with the Board of Trade in the effort to 
correct the abuses and protect Chicago in the 
future. 


It is not to be denied that there are cer. 
tain railroad and warehouse charges on grain 
sent to Chicago which are of themselves suf- 
ficiently excessive and unreasonable to divert 


a amount of trade from the city. The

their charge, made through the warehouses, 
handling grain. Another excessive charge, 


except one make on grain consigned to Chi- 
cago to be unloaded in wagons or not to go 
into an elevator. These charges vary from 
$1 to $5 a car. They should be abolished, 
not merely because they are in excess of the 
charges made in other cities, but because it is 
strongly suspected and rumored that these 
are perquisites of certain railroad officials, 
and not collected in the interest of railroad 
stockholders. There should be an effort to 
fix the exact truth of this charge; for, if it 
can be substantiated, thg swindle will di 
pear with its exposure.

Steel rails imported from England would cost, laid 
down in Chicago, duty free, about $69 a ton, whereas 
Chicago-made steel rails cost in this market $62 a ton, 
or $7 a ton leas than foreign rails could be landed here 
duty free. The duty is $28 a ton; take off this duty, 
and the foreigner can sell his rails at $27 a ton less 
than now, and still net exactly the same es at present. 
Such a reduction would shut up every rail-mill in the 
United States. England would then have an absolute 
monopoly in our rail market. But would England 
then sell steel railsat$ilaton? Not likely. We ven- 
ture the assertion that, under such à condition of the 
market, the price of steel rails would go up st least to 
$100 a ton, gold, whereas the consumer now buys them 
at $62 a ton, currency,—Chicago Journal, 

We have read the above from bottom to 
top and from top to bottom, also sideways, 
endways, and “‘ cat-a-corner,” without dis- 
covering the meaning of the writer. If an 
English steel-rail manufacturer can lay down 
rails in Chicago, duty free, at $69 per ton,

steel-makef can beat his British competitor 
in this market $7 a ton .ndependently of the 
tariff, what does he want 50 per cent of 
protection for? But does the Journal 
mean that British steel rails can be laid down 
in Chicago for $41 per ton, exclusive of duty ? 
If that is the assertion intended to be made, 
it is not true; they can afford to do nothing 
of the kind. They can’t sell iron rails in 
Chicago, much less steel, for any such price, 
and pay the transportation charges from En- 
gland or Wales here. They can’t afford to 
sell steel rails to English railroads for $41 
perton. The Joliet Iron-Works have been 
shipping steel rails to Canada, and there un- 
derselling British rails, where each party had 
to pay the same duties. Some of the Troy 
and Pittsburg steel-rail mills have been do- 
ing the same thing. Steel rails are man- 
ufactured cheaper in the United States 
than they can be in England, notwithstand- 
ing the heavy handicapping of our onerous 
tariff on everything the manufacturers use in 
making them, and the enhanced cost of liv- 
ing of the workmen on account of the tariff. 
If our steel manufacturers and their operatives 
worked under as cheap a revenue system as 
that of Great Britain, they could undersell 
the English steel-makers from $10 to $15 
per ton in spite of all they could do, and 
drive them not only out of the United 
States markets, but out of all markets on this 
side of the Atlantic, while they would crowd 
them even inthe English markets. The ad- 
vantages they possess over the English m the 
cost of food an@ coal is only counterbalanced 
by the latter by absence of tariff taxation on 
all the necessaries of life. But the Journal 
“ ventures the assertion that if there were 
no duty, steel rails would go up to $100 per 
ton! 

We presume the writer of the Journals 
article ia just ignorant, unreflecting, and fee- 
ble-minded enough to really believe such non- 
sense. The British steel-rail makers manu- 
facture rails for all their own roads and for 
all the nations of the earth whoneed them. 
They sell their rails to all customers, whether 
native or foreign, at the market price, what- 
ever that may be. If we had to pay $100 
per ton, every other nation, including the 
English, would have to pay the same, less 
cost of i Whether our tariff 
be $28 or 28 cents a ton, the price of British 
steel rails in England is the same. 

Putting any construction on the Journal's 
opaque language, the English steel-maker 
cannot come within the difference of $69 
gold and $62 currency of selling any steel 
railsin this country. Under these circum- 
stances, how much revenue is derived from 
the importation of steel rails? Is that paper 
in favor of a prohibitory tariff ? Has 
the constitutional right to levy a prohibitory 
tax for the purpose of preventing any rev- 
enue being obtained? They seem to have 
done this on steel, according to the Journal's 
figures, and that paper stoutly opposes any 
reduction of those prohibitory duties

To render light-wearing fabrica uninflamma- 
ble, it has been proposed that the materials 
should be sized with starch containing ammonia 
sulphate, a mixture of phosp6ric and boracic 
acid, or in some cases of tungstate of soda. A 
German chemist, however, in a recent report on 
the “ dressings" of the varions fabrics sent to 
the late Vienna Exposition, observes that @ con- 
siderable amount of ignorance appears to pre- 
vail among manufacturers in the selection of the 
substances employed. In very many iostances, 
he says, the dressing is not so harmless to the 
color of the material as it is assumed to be; 
neither does the latter gain in reality the requi- 
site degree of uvinflammability. His experi- 
ments have led him to recommend ammonia, 
alum, sod hyposulphite of soda, all of which are 
inexpensive, as suitable substances for the pur- 
pose.
